And vre believe that, if toe 
objefit of toe Honor Roll is in any part intended to be inspira- 
tionAl, the effect would be more far reaching and better suit-, 
ed to the motive if more people were allowed td achieve the 
distinction of its accompffehment. Certainly it would tend 
to rewArd effort as well as high I. Q. And that, we hold, is
